That we have no King fince the putting down of 
Kingſhip in this Commonwealth, is maniteſt by this 
laſt Parlamenc , who to the time of thir diflolving 
not onely madeno addreſs at all to any King , but 
fſummond this 'nextto come by the Writ formerly 
appointed of a free Commonwealth , without reſti- 
rution or the leaſt mention of-any Kingly right or 
power; . which coutd not be, if there were at pre- 
fent any King of Emgland, The main part therefore 
of your Scrmon.if it mean a King in the uſual ſenſe, 
is cither znpertinent and abſurd, exhorting your ay 
dicoty to fear that which is not, or if King here be, as 
Ris, uacerſtood for any ſupreme Magiſtrare, by your 
own exhortation they are in the' firſt place nor ro 
meddle with you, as being yourſelf moſtof all the 
ſeditirus meant here , and the deſirous of change, 'in 
ſtirring them up to fear a King , whom the prefenr 
Government takes no notice of.
